And it so happens that 
one vote in Alabama counts as four in Michigan. 
Arkansas, the monkey state, has 242,000 dis- 
franchised citizens, If its representation were 
corrected according to the stipulation of the four- 
teenth amendment the monkey state would have 
Dut five congressmen instead of seven and if there 
were reapportionment according to the popular 
vote it would have but twe members of congress. 
D. D. Glover was one candidate from Arkansas 
who opposed enforcement of the amendment. 
Yet one monkey state voter does the work of 
five Illinois voters. And if representation were 
based on popular vote Illinois would have 87 in- 
stead of 27 congress men. 
‘Thees qaaparisons could be continued with al- 
most indefigite permutations and commutations. 
Such states as Georgia, Louisiana, North Caro- 


‘Texas have denied the ballot to large numbers 
of their citizens. Yet their candidates for con-

ORGANIZED PACIFISM

Representative Maas of St. Paul introduced a 
resolution in the last congress for an investiga- 
tion of the organiged propaganda against defense.
